Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-51 are allowed.The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment 
of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.

The prior art fails to disclose or suggest a composition comprising the compound of endo and 
exo Norbornene-CH2C(RfRf')OH wherein the endo/exo concentration ratio is no greater than 5/95 (claim 
1), a polymer comprising 10 to 60 mol % of the compound of claim 1 wherein the endo/exo concentration 
ratio is no greater than 5/95 (claim 6), a process of preparing a composition having the compound of 
claim 1 wherein the endo/exo concentration ratio is no greater than 5/95 claim 16), a photoresist 
comprising a photoactive agent and a polymer comprising 10 to 60 mol % of the compound of claim 1 
wherein the endo/exo concentration ratio is no greater than 5/95, an article comprising a semiconducting 
substrate having a surface and a photoresist film wherein the film comprises a photoactive agent and a 
polymer comprising 10 to 60 mol % of the compound of claim 1 wherein the endo/exo concentration ratio 
is no greater than 5/95 and a process of preparing a patterned article by forming a target surface by 
disposing upon a semiconducting substrate a photoresist film wherein the film comprises a photoactive 
agent and a polymer comprising 10 to 60 mol % of the compound of claim 1 wherein the endo/exo 
concentration ratio is no greater than 5/95.
